The collapse of the opposition criticism in this matter of 
the elevators is characteristic of the fate which the test of time 
has fastened upon every conservative criticism of the govern- 
ment’s forward policy.

While the price of exes In the east 
is soaring to 76 and 80 cents a dozen 
with the prospects of them going even 
higher, the citizens of Edmenton are 
enjoying fresh eggs every day xt from 
35 to 40 cents a dozen. Local farmers 
are on the pvblic market daily offering 
fresh eggs at these prices. Many deal- 
ers in hen fruit in other parts of the 
province ship eggs to the Edmonton 
market and these are handled by the 
middlemen at the prices quoted. 

There is another branch of the Td- 
monton market which is worthy of no- 
tice. Those who are accustomed to 
buying on the market will have noticed 
that many conl dealers are lined up 
offering to sell to all comers wagon 
loads of coal. Yesterday at noon there 
were 30 loads of coal on the market, 
and six loads of wood. ‘The coal is| 
selling at from $3.75 to $4.50 a ton, 
In accordance with the quality or the 
mood in which the customer finds the 
dealer, 

If the dealers are not successful in 
disposing of their commodity during 
the day they stay in the city over night 
and usually have no trouble in. finding

Dry Goods, Footwear, Cloth- 
ing and Groceries Selling 
Quite Freely Here, 


New York, Nov. 29—Despatches to 
Dun's Review from branch otlices of 
the fi. G. Dun & Co., reflect somewhat 
more conservatism, due mainly to the 
weather conditions in many sections, 


retarding the movement of the seas- 
onable  merehandise. Montreal re- 
ports wholesale trade in moderate vol- 
ume with nwnerous concerns prepar- 
ing for steck taking. Orders for dry 
goods are light, but there is a fair 
movement in groceries. | 'The weather 
has been adverse for a liberal demand 


for clothing and other winter mer- 
chandise and while sales of shoes are | 
not very large, leather is firm. 

Wholesale trade at Quebec is 
er moderate volume, but. retail 
chants are reported busy. 

Conditions at Toronto display lit- 
tle change, business tending to quiet- 
ness in the wholesale lines. Retail | 
trade, however, is quite active, es- 
pecially in holiday goods. “Groceries 
are moving freely. <A fair demand is 
noted for hardware, snd it is thought 
that a spell of winter weather would 
stimulate distribution of dry  poods 
and clothing, 

While the holiday season has caused 
some improvement at Hamilton, the 
weather has had a depressing effect on 
seneral business. 

Fairly satisfactory conditions 
vail throughout the far west 
northwest, but there is still much 
complaint of unseasonable weather, 

Winnipeg reports a light moyvemeni 
in staple merchandise, but a prolonged 
period of winter weather is needed to 
stimulate the movenient. 

Christmas trade is opening up well

The committee then de- 
elded thgt the city engineer should 
make calculations as to the amount of 
gas which could be delivered through 
uw 16-inch main and the pressure re- 
quired at the wells to guarantee the 
city a sufficient supply at the station. 

Solicitor Biggar, ‘for the Pelican 
Company, stated that there are two 
things which the company will not do 
—first, they wouldgnot consider bring- 
ing the pipe line across the Saskatehe- 
wan river; and, secondly, they could 
not think of laying. Jarger main than 
ene which will deliver the full capacity 
of a 16-inch pipe if laid the entire dis- 
tance from Pelican to the city. The 
company proposes to reduce the pipe 
at the wells and increase it at the sta- | 
|tion, but agree to deliver to the full 
capacity of a 16-inch pipe. 

Although the Clapp-Huntley report 
ecommended that at least $100,000 be 
raised for exploration purposes and 
tne drilling of tour wells in the Belly 
river anticlines, the public works com- 
mittee has seen fair to recommend to 
council that the sum- of $300,000 be 
asked from the burgesses, and that, in 
view of the present. conditions of the 
debenture markets,. this amount be 
raised out of the 1914-1915 taxes.
